7 4 Wi I received the laſt Letter written to me by your Body, I was at 
3 ſuch a diſtance from London in the Country, that I could not return 
till towards the Concluſton of the Year ; And whilſt I was 1 to ſend 
you an Anſwer, I was ſeized with ſo Violent and long firs of the Gout, that 
at this very time I am not able to write to you with my own Hand. I am 
ſorry, that fo dilagreable an accident ſhould have fala out, which could make 
ou ſuſped the fincerity: of our Affections.

— in one of their Aſſemblies in your City, a certain body of Articles 
concerning Diſcipline, which being maintain'd with much heat by ſome Male- 
contents in England, cauſed great Troubles and Scandals both in Church and 
State, in Q. Elizabet hs Reign ; as the writers of thoſe times, who undertook 
to refute this pernicious Anarchial Principles, often make mention of Geneva, |
